A T midnight I am going to die in the electric 
chair for a murder I did not commit. 
Probably your reaction to this statement goes 
something Hke this. "What, another one of 
those fellows who claims he was framed!" 
Yes, I was given the works by a man I thought 
my friend. His plan certainly was diabohcally 
clever and it looks as though it were foolproof. 
Even Ted Hardmg's mother visited me in jai) 
and said. "Frank, if you would only tell me 
the real reason why you murdered my son, I 
could at least pray for your soul. " And she 
once regarded me as her second son. so close 
were the two of us. 

People in Jansen's department store used 
lo point us out and say, "There you have a 
perfect friendship.

At first they wondered why she had 
been hired when others could have been pro- 
moted into that position.

In fact, Frances wants 
you to be my best man at the wedding." I 
mumbled some kind of a reply. Joe's Tavern 
was situated just at the edge of town. We sat 
down ' at a table. Ted ordered the drinks.

The District Attorney kept hammering away 
at one point, "This man cold bloodedly an- 
nounced before witnesses he was going to kill 
the deceased. Here you have premeditated 
murder at its worst."
